Falcon Academy grows 
to 32 sponsors 


Extension asks 
School Board 
for 40-year lease 

County still has 16 years with rec. 
building

“The girls are running out of room,” Allen House told the 
school board during their meeting Thursday night. House 
spoke on behalf of the Cooperative Extension Board as 
he began his proposal for the school board to grant them a 
40-year lease on the recreation building located on school 
grounds. Several members of the extension board sat in on 
Thursday’s school board meeting, discussing the preliminary 
details of the would-be contract. 

Vickie Mclntire gave a brief presentation of the renovations 
necessary before the Extension Office could move in, including 
the construction of four offices, a meeting room to seat 75 
people, and an industrial kitchen where culinary arts could be 
taught. Extension Board members urged that the move would 
“be an improvement for the Board, and an asset to the school.” 
It was mentioned in the presentation that the Hickman County 
Extension has partnered consistently over the years with 
KAPS Eamily Resource Center, Community Education, 21 st 
Century After School Program, Head Start, and other 
educational programs. According to the report. Extension 
could partner even more with the schools if placed in the ideal 
location. The School Board agreed that the Extension Office 
would be an improvement to the campus, but were somewhat 
skeptical of the long lease. 

“If we are going to sink $250,000 into this building, we need

No rate increase for 
TVA customers 

Kilgore set to retire

The Hickman County High School gym 
was packed last Tuesday as students, parents, 
sponsors, and college presidents poured 
in for the Ealcon Academy Celebration. 
Superintendent Kenny Wilson kicked off the 
event by announcing that Ealcon Academy has 
grown to 32 sponsors. 

“We will be known as a county that cares 
about our kids,” Wilson told the audience 
during the celebration. He announced that the 
school had a 96.98% attendance rate, fourth 
in the state behind three independent schools. 
All attendees were given a packet that showed 
how Hickman County students ranked among 
regional rivals on standardized tests. Hickman 
County had the highest score in the region 
in English, second highest in Science, third 
highest in Math and Reading, and second 
highest on the composite score. 

Presidents from all three participating 
institutions attended the celebration. Dr. 
Barbara Veazey from WKCTC briefly spoke to 
the students and parents about the importance 
of pursuing post-secondary education. Dr. 
Robert Imhoff, from Mid-Continent addressed 
the students saying “While we’re not Erankfort 
or Louisville, we won’t take a back seat to 
anyone in terms of education.” 

Dr. Randy Dunn, President of Murray State 
University spoke about the rigorous curriculum 
the high schoolers are going through. 

“We don’t downplay these courses for the 
dual-credit students,” Dunn said, “We expect 
the students to rise to the same standards we 
place on our college students.” 

After the addresses from the three presidents, 
Robbie Rudolf, founder of the Pour River’s 
Scholarship Program spoke about the 
importance of everyone’s cooperation in 
Ealcon academy. He recognized the efforts

Despite a challenging year, the Tennessee 
Valley Authority board of directors on 
Thursday, Aug. 16, passed a TVA budget for 
fiscal year 2013 that includes no increase in 
wholesale electric rates. 

Hickman-Pulton Rural Electric 
Cooperative Corporation (HFRECC) is 
extremely pleased that TVA has declined 
pushing another wholesale power increase to 
its distributors,” stated HFRECC President 
and CEO Greg Grissom. “Our current annual 
wholesale power bill exceeds 7.5 million 
dollars, 76% of HFRECC total revenue is 
earmarked to pay for wholesale power from 
TVA. In addition HFRECC does not forsee 
any base retail rate increases for 2013 and 
2014.” 

“This demonstrates TVA’s commitment 
to delivering reliable, low-cost and cleaner 
energy to consumers and businesses in the 
Valley,” said TVA President and CEO Tom 
Kilgore. “Supplying reliable, competitively 
priced electricity is the single most important 
thing TVA can do for the economic health of 
the region. 

“The budget recommendation approved 
by the board contains no rate increase 


for FY2013 and lays the foundation for a 
consistent rate strategy in the years ahead,” 
he added. 

Kilgore noted that even as TVA works to 
improve its power rates, it also must invest 
in the power system to address necessary 
maintenance and operational needs, including 
environmental projects. The approved 2013 
budget, which is based on projected revenues 
of $11.2 billion, includes $2.7 billion for 
capital investments, in addition to $9.5 
billion for operating expenses. 

Kilgore noted that TVA’s internal program 
to reduce costs and improve productivity 
produced significant results this year and 
should continue to produce savings into the 
future, thanks to employee efforts. Examples 
include using fewer contractors, filling fewer 
positions and getting more for the money in 
equipment purchases and services. 

“Lower costs for the fuel used to generate 
electricity also are helping to lower costs for 
TVA, its customers and consumers,” Kilgore 
said. “Power costs are four percent lower

this year than last year, and TVA is on track to have 
some of the nation’s lowest electric rates before 2020. 

Long term, having a balanced portfolio of several 
generating sources - instead of relying heavily on any 
one source - will help TVA lower power costs and 
ensure reliability,” Kilgore added. TVA also plans to 
avoid spikes in power prices in the future by considering 
smaller rate increases more frequently. 

“This rate strategy would serve our customers and 
TVA better by making our rates less volatile and easier to 
predict,” he said. “If TVA had used that approach in past 
years, TVA rates would be no higher than they are now 
but TVA would have better cash flow for maintaining 
and upgrading the power system. 

The bboard of directors also announced last Thursday 
that the process was already underway to recommend a 
new president and CEO for TVA as Kilgore’s announced 
his retirement by year-end at the August TVA board 
meeting. 

Mr. Kilgore serves as the first president and CEO for 
the country’s largest public power utility. He joined 
TVA in 2005. 


“I look forward to working more on my farm,” said 
Mr. Kilgore, who grew up in northeast Alabama. “And 
I am proud of TVA’S focus on low rates, clean, reliable 
energy and enhancing the economic growth in the 
Tennessee Valley.” 

A Look Back 

Electricity powers modern life and is one of the 
most economical, reliable and important products we 
use. Eor more than 50 years, the price of a basic unit 
of electricity has stayed relatively low, although much 
more electricity is being used each year. 

A kilowatt-hour of electricity cost about 
two cents in 1946. Today, a kilowatt-hour of 
electricity in the Tennessee Valley region is 
only about nine cents, well below the national 
average. 

Meanwhile, the cost of other basic items, 
such as a gallon of gasoline or loaf of bread, 
has increased dramatically. For example, a 
gallon of gasoline that cost 16 cents in 1946 
is more than $3.50 in 2012. (See the attached 
chart.) 

Electricity is solidly reliable - it’s there 
when you need it, and it’s a good value.

Oh, brother 

Back in the college days it 
was my job each Christmas Eve 
to “baby-sit” my four nephews, 
ages 8-12 and so forth.

The boys would finally be 
asleep by the time their parents 
got home and decorated the 
tree and set out the presents. 
Since “Santa” was bringing all 
the goodies and it would be 
Christmas Day when the gifts 
were seen for the first time, 
there was no need to wrap 
them, except for the ones going 
to other family members and 
friends. 

Keeping up with four young 
boys could be a chore and 
keeping them outta trouble an 
even larger task. 

Sometime after midnight 
Sam and Pat would roll in full 
of excitement about all the good 
gifts they had found. Then I 
would share this all with them 
for as long as that took then trek 
on home. 

Sam was a real good Scrabble 
player. Many nights he would 
call me back there to get into 
a game with them. It was the 
board game, of course, because 
A1 Gore hadn’t invented the 
Internet at that time. 

Sam had his own wooden letter 


tray and I can see it plain as 
the nose on my face today: 
“Sam the Champ”. He did not 
like to lose and came up with 
some strange words, I thought, 
and we would argue and laugh 
that that couldn’t possibly be a 
word, but persistence paid 
off and we would give in. After 
all, if we challenged and lost 
we forfeited our turn. 

Sam worked tirelessly as 
manager of a tire store five 
or six days a week and all 
employees and customers alike 
enjoyed their conversations 
with him. During his “spare” 
time he would help rebuild 
cars for friends and then he 
single-handedly, well, almost, 
built this large den off the end 
of his house. 

Saturday, August 25 marks 
the 38* anniversary of his 
sudden death. Something went 
wrong with his heart and at age 
34 he was gone in an instant. 
Scott, his oldest son, was 13 
and Trent, the youngest, was 
only 10. Kerry was 12 and 
Tracy 11. 

I was at school in Martin 
when Jim called to tell me that 
news. I can also still recall that 
clearly: “Sam had a heart attack 
and died,” he said. “There is no 
need to rush back but come on. 
There is nothing we can do.” 

That is too young to die and 
I think about it a lot. It was on 
my mind while I lay on the bed 
at St. Thomas after my heart 
operation two years ago. Why 
did I live and he didn’t even 
get to a doctor? 

Why he had to die so young 
only God knows. 

But I miss him and his funny 
stories and those challenging 
Scrabble games. 


What s Going Around? 


Kristy Cole, APRN, with the 
Clinton Family Care Clinic in 
Clinton has been busy treating 
Upper Respiratory infections 
and Bacterial Conjunctivitis, 
“Pink Eye”. 

“As a new school year begins, 
parents want their children to 
excel in school,” states Cole. 
“Maintaining physical health is 
an essential tool in providing a 
strong atmosphere for learning. 
Preventing exposure to illnesses 
and knowing how to properly 
tackle an acute infection when 
it arises can help you as a parent 
decrease missed school days and 
increase your child’s educational 
learning experience.” 

School Sickness Guidelines 

It is important to teach your 
child ways to prevent sickness: 

• Teach them to wash his or 
her hands frequently with soap 
and warm water. Remind them 
to sing “happy birthday” twice 
as they wash to ensure proper 
time washing 

• Encourage your child 
to cover their mouth when 
coughing and sneezing 

• Keep your child’s home 
tobacco free 

• Minimize time around other 
sick children 

• Make sure your child’s 
immunizations are up to date 

• Serve a well balanced 
diet with plenty of fruits and 
vegetables 

• Schedule annual well- 
child exams with your child’s 
healthcare provider 

It is also imperative to know 
when to keep your child home 
from school: 

• Fever (Your child should be 
fever free without medication 
such as Tylenol or ibuprofen 
for 24 hours prior to returning 


to school.) 

• Vomiting 

Symptoms that will prevent 
your child from participating in 
school, such as: 

• Excessive tiredness 

• Lack of appetite 

• Headache 

• Body aches 

• Ear aches 

“If you decide to keep 
your child home from school, 
schedule an appointment with 
your child’s doctor or nurse 
practitioner to assess your 
child and start a treatment 
regimen,” suggests Cole. “If 
this includes medications, 
make sure you administer the 
medications as prescribed and 
complete all antibiotics even if 
your child starts to feel better. 
Also, make sure your child 
is getting plenty of rest and 
encourage fiuids. After he or 
she is feeling better, clean all 
surfaces and wash bedding to 
prevent further spread of the 
illness. Following these tips 
along with the instructions of 
your child’s primary healthcare 
provider, you can send your 
child back to school knowing 
they are recuperated and ready 
to learn. “

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CRP Participants May Request Authorization to Conduct 
Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP Acres 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announces the opportunity for Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) participants to 
request authorization to conduct emergency haying or grazing on specific CRP acres. Eligible producers who are interested in 
applying for approval to conduct Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP land located in Kentucky must request and obtain 
individual written approval from FSA before any haying or grazing starts. Participants will be assessed a 10 percent payment 
reduction on their annual rental payment for the acres actually hayed or grazed. 

Interested CRP participants are required to submit a request to FSA and obtain a modified conservation plan to hay and/or 
graze under emergency provisions. The same acres may not be hayed and grazed under the same emergency designation. 
Emergency haying or grazing is not allowed within 120 feet of any stream or water body. Specified portions of each field or 
contiguous fields must be left or grazed with limited stock for wildlife purposes. 

Emergency haying or grazing is restricted to specific practices that are 12 months past being determined as fully established by 
the agency. Participants shall not start any haying or grazing activity until individual written approval is received for the CRP 
contract request. Approved haying authorization will end not later than August 31st. Approved grazing authorization will end 
not later than September 30th. 

To take advantage of the emergency haying and grazing provisions, approved participants can use the CRP acreage for their 
own livestock or may grant another livestock producer use of the CRP acreage for the purpose of haying or grazing. 

For more information and to request approval for emergency haying or grazing of CRP acres, contact the local FSA Service 
Center that administers the CRP contract. 

Opportunity for Continuous CRP Enroiiment of Highiy Erodibie Cropiand 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announced that continuous sign-up for the Highly Erodibie Land (HEL) Initiative under 
the Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) started on July 23, 2012. Kentucky received a total allocation of 39,400 acres to 
enroll in the HELI CRP program. Offers will be accepted until either the state acreage allocation limit is reached or September 
30, 2012 whichever occurs first. 

This initiative will accept offers with an erosion rate of at least 20 tons per acre per year for new cropland or CRP acres that 
expire on September 30, 2012; however, existing grass stands that are not considered expiring CRP will not be considered 
eligible for enrollment. Eligible cropland must also have a history of being cropped 4 out of 6 years, 2002 through 2007. 
Eligible CRP contracts set to expire on September 30, 2012, may be offered for consideration and approved contracts will 
become effective October 1,2012. The contract duration is also 10 years.

JOHNSON-EVANS-BERRY FAMILIES 


The Hickman County 
Historical Society received 
several pictures and tintypes 
from Harold M. Caras of 
Temple City, Calif. These 
pictures were of the Thomas 
B. Johnson and James 
O’Kelly Evans families that 
lived in Hickman County 
from the 1870s to the 1930s. 
Mr. Caras is the husband of 
the late^^^kM a r t h a 
B e r r y^^^^BCaras. 

Martha, 
bom in the Shiloh 

Community in 1928, was the 
daughter of the late Carl and 
Mary Estelle Evans Berry. 
She had one sister, Betty, 
who was born in the Oakton 
Community. Both attended 
school in Hickman County. 

Mary Estelle, called “Bill” 
was the daughter of the late 
Mary Elizabeth Johnson 
and James O’Kelly Evans. 
Mary Elizabeth was bom 
April 26, 1871. They were 
married March 8, 1888, 

and six children were born 
to this union—Annie Lois, 
Frances Grace, Mary Estill, 
Russell Dixon “Dick” Jewell 
O’Kelly and James Johnson 
known as “Happ”. Lois was 
thrown from a horse in 1915 


and killed. Grace was bom 
two years after Lois and died 
in May 1916. 

Mary Elizabeth’s parents 
were Thomas B. and Sarah 
Ann Beatty “Sally” Jewell. 
T.B. was a Baptist minister, 
teacher and operator of a 
grocery in Columbus. 

In an article written about 
things that happened during 
her lifetime, Mary Elizabeth 
told about her father serving 
in the Confederate Army 
during the Civil War. He 
was captured and was held 
prisoner at Camp Douglas, 
Illinois. He was exchanged 
at Vicksburg, Mississippi. 

Thomas B. was a 
slaveholder and after the war 
was over he freed all of his 
slaves and gaw each family 
a plot^^^^of land, a 
house and 

pair of mules. A 

number of these 

families lived in Hickman 
County for years. 

Mary Elizabeth described 
her Aunt Mary Elizabeth 
Johnson and Uncle Newton 
Jordan Johnson. They were 
her father’s sister and brother 
and neither of them ever 
married but they raised a large 


family of orphan children. 
There were four white 
children, two black children 
and one Indian child. The 
black children’s mother was 
the cook and when she died 
they decided to take them in 
and care for them. 

Mary related that her 
husband was a prominent 
farmer and stock dealer, but 
was also elected sheriff of 
Hickman County in 1914 and 
held the office for the next 
four years. 

Mary remembers that 
her children all went to 
Marvin College but only 
one graduated. That one was 
Russell Dixon. Her daughter 
Estelle married Carl Berry, 
son of Dr. W. T. Berry of 
Oakton, Grace married Earl 
Spicer and Dick married 
Helen Singletary. 

Her memories are of a 
family that had their troubles 
and heartaches but also of a 
family that was happy and 
blessed. 

If anyone is interested in 
any of these families, drop 
by the Historical Society 
and read some of the family 
papers and look at the 
pictures.

“The Governor’s Scholars 
Program is an outstanding 
educational experience for 
Kentucky, and one I’m proud 
to say both of my sons had 
the opportunity to enjoy 
years ago,” Gov. Beshear 
said. “My congratulations 
go out to those young 
Kentuckians who had the 
great opportunity to share in 
this exciting program.” 

By participating, students 
have the unique opportunity 
to exchange ideas and 
discover different points of 
view while interacting with 
other students and learning 
new disciplines. 

A statewide selection

In 2011 only five students became Certified Nursing Assistants 
(CNA’s) through the Fulton County Area Technology Center. This 
year 14 students from Fulton County, Fulton Independent and 
Hickman County completed the course, took the test and passed 
it. The program is growing leaps and bounds, after four years of 
adding it to the curriculum. 

“This is the most we have had take the MNA (Medicaid Nurse 
Aid) course at the ATC and pass the state test certifying them as 
CNAs,” stated Heather Elder. Elder is now in her fourth year 
teaching the nursing class at the ATC. 

Becoming CNA’s and either going on to post secondary 
schools or working in the medical field include the following 
Fulton County students Candie Toombs, Kameryn Weeks, Laiken 
Dickson, Marianna Harris, Ashlee Fakes, and Chelsea Anderson 
and from Anissa Madding, Fulton Independent. Seven students 
from Hickman County also became certified and they include 
Marissa Baggett, Nicole Lynch, Amber Garcia, MacKenzie Ward, 
Kelsey Sams, Allison Jones, and Rene Smith. 

Some of these former area students have gone on to further 
their education at West Kentucky Community Technical College 
in Paducah, the University of Tennessee at Martin, and Murray 
State University. Others are working at area medical facilities like 
Union City Manor, Western Baptist Hospital, Murray Regional 
Hospital, Haws Memorial, and ICE in Clinton. 

“I am so pleased to have this large number of students to pass 
the state CNA test. This reflects not only on the hard work of these 
students but also on the good preparation provided by their teacher 
Ms Elder,” stated ATC Principal Tom Pyron. “The CNA license 
gives these students the credentials to begin work in a medical 
facility and also fulfills a prerequisite to enter nursing school and 
several other allied health programs at the college level. We are 
trying to prepare students to enter careers in which they could stay 
in this area and And employment. The healthcare held is definitely 
one of those careers.”

to know that we can be here for at least 40 years.” Mclntire 
said. She explained to the school board that any building 
or renovation expenditures must be depreciated over a 40- 
year period to comply with Generally Accepted Accounting 
Principals (GAAP). She said that Extension would invest 
$250,000 into renovating the building, and added a 5% 
“opportunity cost” of $12,500. According to her report, this 
adds up to a $260,500 investment in the property. Amortized 
over a 40-year period, this adds up to $542.71 per month 
“rent,” even though no money is changing hands between 
Extension and the School Board. It was mentioned that at 
the end of the 40 years, the building could then be a source 
of revenue for the school. While there are several different 
ways to look at the situation from a financial perspective, the 
School Board didn’t contest Mclntire’s figures. 

Superintendent Kenny Wilson had several concerns about 
the potential move. His concerns were addressed and a motion 
was made to move forward with the process, and all School 
Board members approved with the exception of Joe Samuel. 
But before they can move any further, there is another issue 
that must be addressed. The County still has 16 years left on 
their lease of the building in question, and unless the Fiscal 
Court releases the county’s lease, the School Board won’t be 
able to lease it to the Hickman County Extension. 

The Extension Board met Friday morning and discussed 
their options. According to Allen House, president of the 
board, they decided to accept the fiscal court’s original 
$50,000 offer for their building, if the county will give up 
its lease on the recreation building at the school. The county 
originally offered Hickman County Extension $50,000 for 
their building, but that was before the recreation building 
entered into the mix. House met with Judge/Executive Greg 
Pruitt Tuesday morning to discuss Extension’s acceptance of 
the offer. Look in next week’s Gazette for a follow up story 
of their meeting.
